Accreditation*, 


High School and Vocational Department granted accredi- 
tation by California Association of Secondary School Ad- 
ministrators and by the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges 


HE HIGH School and Vocational Depart- 
ment of the California School for the 
Deaf, Riverside, has received the maxi- 
mum term accreditation, to June 30, 1967, 
by the California Association of Secondary 
School Administrators and also by the West- 
ern Association of Schools and Colleges. 

In the letter to Dr. Richard G. Brill, Super- 
intendent of the school, informing him of the 
action of the Accrediting Commission, the 
chairman, J. Wesley Berry, stated: 

“The Commission is deeply appreciative of 
the quality of effort, indicated by the School 
Report, on the part of the administration 
and staff of your school. It recognizes the 
significant contribution being made in help- 
ing develop an important human resource 
that would otherwise be neglected.” 

During the fall of 1961 the faculty, many 
other staff members, and a committee of the 
students themselves spent many hours in a 
self -accreditation study. This study was car- 
ried out through committees including an Ad- 
ministration Committee, an Instructional Staff 
Committee which included all High School 
and Vocational teachers and all counselors 
working with the High School students, a 
Classified Staff Committee composed of re- 
presentatives from every department, and a 
committee of 15 students. The Instructional 
Staff Committee was so large it was divided 
into four sub-groups. 

Guided by books of questions that had been 
submitted by the California Association of 
Secondary School Administrators the commit- 
tees discussed and prepared answers in such 
areas as the philosophy of the school, the 


school in the community, the program of 
studies, curriculum development, materials of 
instruction, student personnel services, stu- 
dent activity program, the administrative 
staff, the instructional staff, the classified 
staff, and the school plant. The result was a 
book of 181 pages. 

A Visiting Committee of five was appointed 
by CASSA to make a concentrated study of 
the school February 26, 27, 28, 1962. Previous 
to their visit the members of the Visiting 
Committee received copies of the Self-Evalua- 
tion Report which had been prepared by the 
CSDR committees. During its visit the Visit- 
ing Committee conferred with staff members 
and students to determine whether the self- 
evaluation was accurate and to make recom- 
mendations for improvement. The Visiting 
Committee submitted its report and recom- 
mendation to the Accreditation Commission 
which had final authority. The Commission 
could have refused to grant accreditation or 
could have granted accreditation for less than 
the five-year period. The accreditation grant- 
ed was for the maximum period allowed.

California State Department of Education. 
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Horticulture New Vocational Subject 

When school opened at CSDR this Sep- 
tember, a new vocational offering was made 
available to the students. This new subject, 
horticulture, should be both interesting to the 
students and at the same time provide training 
for an area of employment in which there is a 
constant demand for personnel* 

During the School year of 1960-1961 
a survey was conducted by the vocational 
supervising teacher of approximately one 
hundred nurseries of Southern California. A 
wide variety of types of nurseries was con- 
tacted. The results of this survey showed 
that there were a variety of job opportunities 
for deaf Workers in this field and most of the 
nurseries contacted indicated that they would 
be happy to employ deaf workers Who had 
training in the nursery field. As a result of 
this survey, a request for the inclusion of 
horticulture in our vocational program was 
made to the California State Department of 
Education and was approved on a half day ba- 
sis for this current school year. 

The program of instruction that will be 
offered includes both theory and practice in 
the areas of propagation from both seeds and 
cuttings, grafting, potting, watering and fer- 
tilizing and general care and operation of 
outdoor flower and succulent beds. These 
broad offerings will train our pupils to fit a 
wide variety of jobs in this major industry of 
Southern California. 

Mr. Aklufi and his students are currently 
conducting a project of starting seedling 
plants from seeds. The seeds being used come 
from both packaged seeds that were pur- 
chased and also from seeds gathered by the 
students from plants and shrubs found around 
the CSDR campus.

The California School for the Deaf, River* 
side, is opening its tenth year with an enroll- 
ment of 522 pupils, the largest in the school's 
history. Increased enrollment was made possi- 
ble through the granting of an added faculty 
position by the State Department of Educa- 
ion during the summer. 

At the first staff meeting of the school year 
held Tuesday, September 4 and attended by 
all 240 members of the school staff, Dr. Rich- 
ard G. Brill, Superintendent, announced eleven 
new faculty appointments and introduced the 
hew Assistant Superintendent for Instruction, 
James A. Hoxie. All new members of the 
school staff were introduced by the heads of 
the depaidments.

Snakes Alive!

Deaf Athletes Meet 
President Kennedy 

President John F. Kennedy has agreed to 
serve as Honorary Chairman of the 10th In- 
ternational Games for the Deaf which will be 
held in Washington, D.C., from June 27 
through July 3, 1965. About 800 deaf athletes 
from 33 different countries are expected to 
take part in the Games and will be housed at 
Gallaudet College for the duration of the 
event. 

At the White House at 10 a.m., on August 
30, 1962, to receive President Kennedy's ac- 
ceptance as Honorary Chairman of the Games 
were six U.S. International Games Committee 
members, a Gallaudet College board member, 
and four U.S. athletes in the 1961 Games. 

The four U.S. athletics in the 1961 Games 
who called on the President were Nancy 
Mahoney of Rochester, New York, a 1962 
Gallaudet graduate who placed first, second, 
and third in swimming events in the Games 
last year; Mary Lynch of Sibley, Mississippi, 
Gallaudet sophomore; William Ramborger of 
Redlands, California, a new student at Gall- 
audet and a former student at CSDR; and 


John Miller, Jr., of Washington, D.C. 

After telling President Kennedy about the 
Games, the group presented' him a copy of the 
American Manual Alphabet, photographs of 
the last Games, and a copy of the official 
emblem for the 10th International Games for 
the Deaf. 

The 1965 event will mark the first time that 
these competitions have been held on Ameri- 
can soil and comes after the record-breakihg 
U.S. delegation of 105 to the 9th International 
Games in Helsinki, Finland, August 1961. 

Patrons for the 1965 Games include a host 
of prominent sports and public figures, among 
them Lyndon B. Johnson, Vice President of 
the United States; Byron “Whizzer” White, 
Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, Anthony J. Celebrezze, Secre- 
tary of Health, Education, and Welfare; Avery 
Brundage, president of the International 
Olympique; Kenneth L. Wilson, President of 
the United States Olympic Committee; 
Edward P.E. Eagan, chairman, People-to- 
People Committee; Homer Thornberry, U.S. 
congressman from Texas; and Wilson H. 
Elkins, president of the University af Mary- 
land, and Leonard M. Elstad, president of 
Gallaudet College.
